“  OPTOMETRY  ACT.” 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  10 

(2)  of  the  “  Optometry  Act,  1946,”  being 
chapter  54  of  the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1946,  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
in  Council  has  been  pleased  to  approve  the 
following  regulations  made  by  the  Board  of 
Examiners : — 

REGULATIONS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF 
EXAMINERS  IN  OPTOMETRY,  1948. 

The  Board  of  Examiners  in  Optometry,  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  “  Optometry  Act,”  being  chapter 
54  of  the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1946, 
and  amendments  thereto,  being  chapter  67  of 
the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948,  enacts 
the  following  regulations: — 

1.  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires: — 

“  Act  ”  means  the  “  Optometry  Act  ”: 

“  Annual  Licence  ”  means  the  certificate  is¬ 
sued  by  the  Board  to  a  member  certify¬ 
ing  that  he  has  paid  to  the  Board  the 
annual  fee  prescribed  by  the  regula¬ 
tions  : 

“  Applicant  for  examination  ”  means  a  per¬ 
son  applying  to  the  Board  to  be  exam¬ 
ined  pursuant  to  the  regulations : 

“  Board  ”  means  the  Board  of  Examiners  in 
Optometry  as  defined  in  section  9  of  the 
Act: 

“  Chairman  ”  means  chairman  of  the  Board : 

“  Member  ”  means  a  person  holding  a  certifi¬ 
cate  of  registration  registered  in  the 
office  of  the  secretary  and  an  annual 
licence  for  the  current  calendar  year: 

“  Registration  ”  means  registration  under 
the  Act: 

“  Regulations  ”  means  the  regulations  made 
under  the  Act: 

“  Secretary  ”  means  the  secretary-treasurer 
to  the  Board: 

“  Optometrist  ”  means  a  person  registered 
under  the  “  Optonietry  Act.” 


2.  The  Board  shall  appoint  one  of  its  mem¬ 
bers  to  be  chairman,  and  he  shall  hold  office 
until  his  successor  is  appointed,  unless  sooner 
removed  by  death  or  resignation,  or  unless  re¬ 
moved  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  of 
the  Board.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board 
following  a  change  in  its  personnel  the  chair¬ 
man  or,  in  his  absence,  the  secretary  shall  de¬ 
clare  the  chairmanship  vacant  and  the  Board 
shall  thereupon  appoint  a  chairman.  The 
chairman  shall  preside  at  all  the  meetings  of 
the  Board,  jointly  with  the  secretary  sign  the 
minutes  of  meetings,  cheques  and  vouchers, 
and  do  such  other  duties  as  usually  devolve 
upon  a  chairman.  In  the  absence  of  the  chair¬ 
man  a  temporary  chairman  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Board. 

'  3.  The  Board  shall  appoint  a  secretary- 
treasurer,  who  shall  hold  office  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  Board  and  whose  salary  shall  be  fixed 
by  resolution  of  the  Board.  The  secretary- 
treasurer  shall  keep  a  record  or  minute  of  all 
proceedings  of  the  Board,  conduct  all  neces¬ 
sary  correspondence,  prepare  all  necessary  cer¬ 
tificates  and  other  documents  appertaining  to 
the  business  of  the  Board,  make  up  and  keep 
a  list  of  the  members  which  shall  be  known  as 
the  “Association  Roll,”  a  copy  of  which  he 
shall  mail  to  each  member  annually;  and  he  shall 
provide  a  bond  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board 
for  the  true  and  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties  in  such  amount  as  the  Board  may  direct. 
The  expense  of  the  bond  shall  be  paid  from  the 
funds  of  the  Board.  The  secretary-treasurer 
shall  be  the  custodian  of  the  funds  of  the 
Board  and  shall  deposit  *aib  same  promptly 
when  received  to  the  credit’bf,  and  in  the  name 
of,  the  Board  in  such  chartered  bank  as  may 
be  designated  by  the  Board.  The  secretary- 
treasurer  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as 
are  usually  incidental  to  the  office  of  secretary. 

4.  The  Board  shall  meet  from  time  to  time 
at  the  call  of  the  chairman  or  upon  the  request 
of  three  members  of  the  Board.  Seventy-two 
hours’  notice  of  each  meeting  shall  be  given 
by  the  secretary  or,  in  his  absence,  by  the 
chairman.  It  shall  not  be  necessary  to  give 
notice  of  a  meeting  of  the  Board  to  any  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Board  absent  from  the  Province. 

5.  A  majority  of  the  Board  shall  form  a 
quorum. 

6.  Voting  shall  be  by  show  of  hands,  unless 
any  member  of  the  Board  shall  call  for  a  vote 
by  ballot,  in  which  case  voting  shall  be  by 
ballot. 

7.  A  written  resolution  signed  by  all  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Board  shall  be  valid  and  binding 
and  of  the  same  effect  as  if  such  resolution  had 
been  duly  passed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board. 

8.  The  order  of  business  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  shall  be  as  follows: — 

(1)  Reading  of  the  minutes. 

(2)  Business  arising  from  minutes. 

(3)  Communications. 

(4)  General  business. 

(5)  Reports. 

(6)  Applications. 

(7)  Complaints. 

9.  The  funds  of  the  Board  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  bank  account  of  the  Board  by  cheque 
signed  by  the  secretary-treasurer  and  one 
member  of  the  Board  or,  in  the  absence  of  the 
secretary-treasurer,  by  any  two  members  of 
the  Board. 

10.  Funds  of  the  Board  shall  be  disbursed 
onlv  for  such  purposes  as  may  be  authorized 
by  resolution  of  the  Board. 

11.  The  Board  shall  appoint  a  chartered  ac¬ 
countant  who  shall  audit  the  financial  state¬ 
ment  submitted  to  him  by  the  secretary-trea¬ 
surer  immediately  after  the  end  of  each  calen¬ 
dar  year.  When  the  statement  shall  have 
been  certified  by  the  auditor  in  writing,  the 
secretary-treasurer  shall  mail  a  copy  thereof 
to  each  member  by  prepaid  post  not  later  than 
the  tenth  day  of  March  in  each  year. 

12.  Every  applicant  for  examination  shall 
possess  scholastic  standing  equivalent  to  that 
required  for  matriculation  in  the  University 
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of  British  Columbia  and  shall  have  successfully 
completed  a  course  in  optometry  in  a  school  of 
optometry  or  university  approved  by  the  Board, 
or  shall  have  practised  optometry  continuously 
elsewhere  than  in  British  Columbia  for  the  five 
years  immediately  preceding  his  application, 
and  shall  have  been  a  member  in  good  standing 
of  the  Association  in  the  jurisdiction  in  which 
he  has  previously  practised. 

13.  Every  holder  of  a  certificate  of  regis¬ 
tration  who  has  not  practised  optometry  for 
a  period  of  five  years  immediately  preceding 
his  application  for  an  annual  licence  shall, 
before  receiving  his  annual  licence,  make  ap¬ 
plication  for  examination  and  take  and  pass 
the  examinations  provided  for  in  these  regu¬ 
lations. 

14.  The  Board  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
establish  a  curriculum  of  subjects  in  which 
applicants  for  examination  are  to  be  examined. 
A  copy  of  the  curriculum  shall  be  given  to  an 
intending  applicant  for  examination  upon  his 
request  to  the  secretary. 

15.  Every  applicant  for  examination  shall 
file  with  the  secretary  an  application  in  Form 
A  in  the  Schedule,  together  with  at  least  two 
satisfactory  certificates  in  Form  B  in  the 
Schedule  hereto,  certifying  that  the  applicant 
is  of  good  moral  character;  a  copy  of  his  cer¬ 
tificate  of  birth;  evidence  of  matriculation; 
evidence  of  graduation  from  a  school  of  optom¬ 
etry  or  university  approved  by  the  Board;  a 
photograph  of  himself  taken  within  the  two 
years  immediately  preceding  his  application; 
and  the  prescribed  fee.  Application  must  be 
in  the  hands  of^g'r  secretary  before  the  fif¬ 
teenth  day  of  Juy  immediately  prior  to  the 
holding  of  the  annual  examinations. 

16.  The  Board  shall  hold  examinations  on 
all  subjects  of  the  curriculum  in  the  month  of 
August  in  each  year,  upon  the  dates,  at  the 
hours,  and  at  the  place  or  places  fixed  by  the 
Board. 

17.  Examination  papers  shall  be  set  by  the 
examiners  appointed  by  the  Board  and  shall 
be  approved  by  the  Board. 

18.  A  member  of  the  Board  shall  not  pre¬ 
side,  nor  be  present,  at  a  written  examination, 
but  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board,  con¬ 
duct  an  oral  examination. 

19.  Every  applicant  shall  place  upon  his  ex¬ 
amination  paper  a  number  allotted  to  him  by 
the  secretary,  and  no  other  identifying  mark 
shall  be  used. 

20.  Each  examiner  shall  evaluate  the  appli¬ 
cant’s  papers  on  the  subject  or  subjects  upon 
which  the  papers  have  been  set  by  him  and 
return  the  papers  with  the  marks  awarded  and 
total  marked  thereon  to  the  secretary,  and  each 
examiner  conducting  oral  examinations  shall 
report  to  the  secretary  the  marks  awarded  to 
each  applicant. 

21.  An  applicant  obtaining  a  minimum  of 
seventy-five  per  centum  of  the  possible  marks 
in  any  subject  shall  be  deemed  to  have  passed 
in  that  subject,  and  an  applicant  passing  in  all 
subjects  shall  be  deemed  to  have  passed  his 
examinations. 

22.  An  applicant  who  has  obtained  less  than 
seventy-five  per  centum  of  the  possible  marks 
in  not  more  than  two  subjects  shall  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  take  supplemental  examinations  upon 
the  subject  or  subjects  in  which  he  has  failed 
to  pass,  and  shall  present  himself  to  be  re¬ 
examined  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Board 
may  determine;  an  applicant  obtaining  a  mini¬ 
mum  of  seventy-five  per  centum  in  each  of 
such  supplemental  examinations  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  passed  his  examination. 

23.  The  Board  shall  issue  to  each  applicant 
who  has  passed  his  examinations  and  paid  the 
prescribed  fee  a  certificate  of  registration  in 
Form  C  in  the  Schedule  hereto. 

24.  The  secretary  shall  issue  to  each  optome¬ 
trist,  upon  the  payment  of  the  prescribed  foe, 
an  annual  licence  in  Form  I)  in  the  Schedule 
hereto.- 


25.  No  member,  either  in  his  own  name  or 
in  the  name  of  any  person  with  whom  he  is 
associated,  shall  advertise  free  examinations, 
charges,  fees,  discounts,  allowances,  terms  of 
credit,  or  terms  of  conditions  of  payment  with 
respect  to  the  practice  of  optometry,  or  the 
price  of  glasses  manufactured  or  adapted  for 
the  purpose  of  correcting  defects  or  abnormal 
conditions  of  the  human  eye,  in  any  newspaper, 
circular,  card,  booklet,  magazine,  sign  or  writ¬ 
ing  of  any  kind,  by  radio  announcement,  or 
otherwise. 

26.  No  member  shall  advertise,  in  respect  of 
the  practice  of  optometry,  unless  such  adver¬ 
tisement  shall  have  been  first  approved  by  the 
Board,  save  by  the  use  of  a  sign  at  or  about 
the  entrance  to  his  place  of  practice,  bearing 
his  name,  and  the  word  “  optometrist  ”  in  let¬ 
ters  not  exceeding  twelve  inches  in  height,  or 
by  the  listing  of  his  name,  address,  and  tele¬ 
phone  number  in  a  telephone  or  other  directory 
or  in  a  newspaper  or  other  publication,  pro¬ 
vided  that  the  space  used  for  such  listing  shall 
be  no  larger  than  four  square  inches. 

27.  No  member  shall  use,  imply,  or  assume, 
in  respect  of  the  practice  of  optometry,  any 
title,  addition,  designation,  or  description  other 
than  the  word  “  optometrist.” 

28.  No  member  shall  permit  the  practice  of 
optometry  by  any  person  in  his  employ  or  with 
whom  he  is  associated  who  is  not  the  holder 
of  a  certificate  of  registration  and  a  current 
annual  licence. 

29.  No  member  holding  office,  or  who  has 
held  office,  in  the  British  Columbia  Optometric 
Association  or  the  Board  shall  directly  or  indi¬ 
rectly  use  the  holding  of,  or  the  fact  of  having 
held,  such  office  to  his  personal  advantage. 

30.  Every  member  shall  maintain  and  uphold 
the  honour  and  reputation  of  the  British  Co¬ 
lumbia  Optometric  Association  in  the  conduct 
of  his  practice  and  refrain  from  conduct  calcu¬ 
lated  to  bring  himself  or  the  Association  into 
disrepute. 

31.  No  optometrist  shall  act  as  the  agent,  or 
employee,  or  in  any  manner  to  the  profit  or 
advantage  of  any  person  other  than  an  optome¬ 
trist  registered  under  the  provisions  of  the 
“Optometry  Act”;  provided  that  this  regu¬ 
lation  shall  not  prevent  an  optometrist  from 
accepting  employment  from  any  person  who  on 
the  eleventh  day  of  April,  1948,  was  employing 
an  optometrist  in  British  Columbia  and  who 
continues  his  business  under  the  same  name 
and  ownership. 

32.  A  complaint  that  any  member  has  been 
guilty  of  any  violation  of  the  Act  or  regula¬ 
tions,  or  of  incompetence,  misconduct,  or  un¬ 
professional  conduct,  may  be  made  in  writing 
and  filed  with  the  secretary,  together  with  a 
statutory  declaration  verifying  the  complaint 
with  reasonable  detail  and  setting  forth  the 
time  and  place  of  the  act  complained  of. 

33.  The  secretary  shall  forward  promptly  a 
copy  of  the  complaint  and  a  copy  of  the  statu¬ 
tory  declaration  verifying  the  same  to  every 
member  of  the  Board,  and  shall  take  such  steps 
to  investigate  the  complaint  as  the  Board  may 
direct. 

34.  If  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
complaint  warrants  further  investigation,  a 
date  shall  be  fixed  for  the  hearing  of  the  same 
pursuant  to  section  14  of  the  Act. 

35.  Upon  hearing  of  a  complaint  the  evi¬ 
dence  shall  be  taken  under  oath  and  the  com¬ 
plainant  shall  first  present  his  case  and  the 
evidence  in  support.  When  the  evidence  in 
support  shall  have  been  taken,  the  member 
against  whom  the  complaint  has  been  filed 
shall  present  his  evidence,  and  after  it  has 
been  presented,  the  complainant  may  present 
evidence  in  rebuttal.  Cross-examination  of 
witnesses  as  allowed  in  a  Court  of  law  shall 
be  permitted. 

36.  The  complainant,  or  a  member  against 
whom  the  complaint  is  filed,  may  be  repre¬ 
sented  by  counsel,  and  the  Board  may  appoint 
counsel  to  assist  in  the  preparation  of  the 
evidence. 
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37.  Upon  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing  the 
Board  shall  weigh  the  evidence,  and  if  the 
majority  of  the  Board  shall  find  that  the  mem¬ 
ber  has  been  guilty  of  a  violation  of  the  Act 
or  regulations,  incompetency,  inebriety,  fraud, 
misrepresentation,  or  unprofessional  conduct, 
the  Board  may  revoke  or  suspend  any  certifi¬ 
cate  heretofore  issued  by  the  Board  to  the 
member. 

38.  The  Board  may  by  resolution  retain  and 
engage  solicitors. 

39.  The  Board  may  employ  such  assistance 
as  it  deems  necessary  to  carry  out  and  enforce 
the  Act  and  regulations. 

40.  The  Board  may  pay  such  persons  doing 
special  work  for  the  Board  such  amount  as  the 
Board  may  approve. 

41.  The  Board  shall  pay  to  each  member 
attending  upon  the  business  of  the  Board  a  fee 
of  ten  dollars  per  diem  and,  in  addition,  to 
each  member  attending  upon  business  of  the 
Board  more  than  ten  miles  away  from  his 
place  of  residence,  his  actual  out-of-pocket 
expenses. 

42.  The  Board  may  pay  examiners  for  pre¬ 
paring  and  marking  examination  papers  a  fee 
of  twenty-five  dollars  per  subject  and  may  pay 
to  the  presiding  officer  at  any  examination  ten 
dollars  per  diem. 

43.  The  seal,  an  impression  whereof  appears 
in  the  margin  hereof,  shall  constitute  the  seal 
of  the  Board. 

44.  The  seal  of  the  Board  shall  be  affixed  to 
certificates  of  registration  and  such  other  docu¬ 
ments  as  the  Board  may  direct  by  resolution, 
under  the  hands  of  such  persons  as  the  Board, 
by  resolution,  may  designate. 

45.  The  following  fees  shall  be  payable  to 
the  Board  in  respect  of  the  matters  hereinafter 
set  out: — 

(1)  On  examination  of  an  applicant

(4)  Annually  for  an  annual  licence 
if  paid  on  or  before  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December  for  the 

next  calendar  year _  35.00 

(5)  Provided  that  if  paid  on  or  be¬ 
fore  the  second  day  of  Decem¬ 
ber  such  amount  shall  be  reduced 

to  _  25.00 


46.  These  regulations  shall  come  into  force 
and  effect  when  the  same  shall  have  been  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
and  such  approval  has  been  published  in  the 
Gazette,  and  thereupon  all  former  regulations 
of  the  Board  shall  be  repealed.

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary.
